Whaievnr the 
cause, the richer and bettor eiiuippoil m 
liabilanls escaiied en masse; only the 
poorer and more it;iionint were left be- 
hind, and as these knew nolhiiiL; of the 
processes by which their iii u'e lettered 
Ulld skillful contemporaries achieved the 
surprising results of which the fame Ima 
survived to this day, every vestlijo of 
knowledge soon disappeared fmm the 
laud, and nothint; reiiiained but the inn 
terial and the iiisiiiicis of liurliiiriain.

We are not surprised tu hoar such men 
revile religion and earnest miuistor.s of 
the gospel in the discharge of their duty. 
L'sually it la our custom not to notice such 
asouisiuns of character, and wo would 
not do so now had these charges not been 
made under oath and reiterated in tho lo- 
cal assembly in tho capitiil of this prov- 
ince. Silence would, wo fear, be con- 
strued into guilt and inability to refute 
those .allegtMl i / n/ir-.s. These missionaries, 
Messrs. Crosby and (iroeii, have been 
charged with ilisloyulty to tho government 
of this country, and by their teticliing to 
liavo spread dissatisfaction ammigst the 
Indians in regard to tho ownorship of the 
land.

WUEIIKTUE ULAME tlE.S. 

It is inferred from tho Jlotlakahtia In- 
quiry that the teaching of the missionar- 
ies has boon tho source of all the trouble 
■ on the coast. Though the unhappy state 
of atl'airs nt Matlakahlla may have in- 
creased the dissatisfuctiiu) in the Indian 
mind, yet we believe the trouble originat- 
ed long before the rupture between Bishop 
Ridley and Mr. Duncan. We have aUvays 
held the opinion that tiie people should 
abide by the law of tho laud. Wo have 
always taught tlioin that there was only 
one law for tho [udian and tliu white. It 
ia our opinion that the disaatiafuction 
umuugst the Indians has been brought 
about by the unwise action of otlioials and 
by the maladministration of tho law. 

To illustratu:-- Veara ago wo had a 
school and a church service at ilio Indian 
village of Kit-wuu-jolth on tho Na.ia 
river, conductetl iii the bouse of an Indian 
chief. A few Indians accepted tho gospel. 
They desired to make the house more 
comfortable for school and church. Mr. 
(Jreon •furniaheil some new material at 
their reipiest. The owner of the build- 
ing, the other Christian liuliaiis, with 
Messrs. llreon and Robinson, began to 
build a new house within the [msts of tho 
old building. Tho heathen portion of the 
village, being in the majority, came in a 
body to stop tho work, saying they would 
not allow any (Christiana to worship in 
their village; and that all who became 
Christiana n ust leave the village fcU' 
(jreonville. 'ihisj heiithoiia forcibly took 
tho tools from the Indiana at work, pulled 
up the now foundation that had been laid 
and tore the llesh from Mr. (iiroeu's arm 
Our opinion was that the Christian In 
dians, however few, had a [lerfecl right to 
worship God as they pleaseil. 

Messrs. Crosby and (ireen laid the 
whido iiiforinatoui before Mr. Hall.J. 1' , 
ot I'ort Simpson, who immediately took 
legal steps to bring tho guilty Indians be 
fore him. Mr. Hall beard the evidence 
in the case. His opinion was that the 
lodiins bad violated tho law; but ho 
WK'lud to refer the matter to the liuliaii 
depiirlnieiit and to liio attnnioy ueiieial 
of tho province then in powi r. Hoioro 
wriiiiiL' to these authorities Mr IJall got 
the Indians to sign a paper binding thein- 
solvoa Co abide by such a decision u» he 
might receive. Tho decision of thesi' 
geiitleinon was that the lioatlion mnjuriiy 
was ill the right and that the olinsliaii 
ininiirity with Ihe missionaries was iii the 
wri'iig Vou see, such acts cmild be ciun 
mitted without incurring tho coiisuro of 
lawful authority. Tho Indians themHolves, 
heathen and christian, wore astonished at 
the dBciaion of theso high loL'al authori- 
ties.

The Londnii M.iijy News lias oxpro.ssoti 
tho fear that tho cabinet may be beaten 
on till) Irish Cninos .-\ct by a coalition uf 
radicals, Rarnellitos and the section of 
conservatives who follow Lord Kunuolph 
Churchill The movement was atarted 
by John Mnrley, tho schidarly leader of 
the radicals, who gave formal iKjtico that 
ho would oppose the renewal of tho 
Crimes Act. This aniiounceiiioiit was 
greeted with cheers from the Parnellites. 
This was a matter of course, but it in- 
stantly became evident that tho volunio 
of cheers was too great to come entirely 
fnun tho homo rulers, nolivithsiaiuling 
their fam.iiia lung power. A gl.iiice around 
the lourse showed that uvory radical 
present was swelling the applause, and a 
ringing round of cheers came from a com- 
pact body of loiios, lustily led by Li>id 
Randolph Churoliill. The wings were for 
the moment paralyzed into silence. The 
tories who wore nut cheering looked on 
with amii/.emonl ;it tho ontliusiasin 
of the young fu^ows, and tlie 
quandary of tho cabinet. The olfeet on 
Mr Gladstone was very noticeable. Me 
was ou his feet in a moment, looking both 
angry and chugriui-d. He tried to spoak, 
and tho whigs continued thoir silouoo in a 
C()urt(^ous oll'ort to lioar him, so Unit tin; 
cheering for some timo was all one sided. 
It was onough, loiwovor, to drown tlie 
premier's voice, and bo coiilil only glare at 
the opi),;sition bonoho.s. Then t'lm lyhigs 
began with i.-ounter elioers at every pau.so 
for breath made by the ooahtion. Thi^ 
cheering and counter elnnu-ing beeamo gen- 
eral, but the Puruellites had got their second 
wind and they fairly yelled with delight at 
tho unexpected uumbern of thoir new allies. 
Ah between the coalition and tho whigs an 
Anemometer would have givon tho viTtoiy 
to the former hands ilown.

Mr. Ciosby held the opinimi that the lu 
diaii titles had not been caiiuoUed, is true. 
-•V conversation of this kind took place 
with Mr O'Reilly, not in the council of 

the Indiiiiis, but in the ini.ssion looiae, 
wdien no Indians were prosonl ; ami Lord 
Dutl'orin's apeoch was also refer ed to on 
that occasion. Mr. (ireoii .ilso de- 
nies that ho has taught lIu; people 
falsely in any way, or that he has by 
word or act caused his people to bo dis- 
loyal. Mo cannot admit that the Indiana 
under Ins pastoral care are in any sense 
disloyal to iho govoriiiooiit. 

The land iiuostiuii is a very old one. 
No one befme tho Indians became Chris 
liaiis dareii to deny their ownership of 
the sod; and it is only within a few years 
that tho right of the Iniliaiis li.as been (lis 
puted, just when tho. Indians booanu! liu 
uianized by tho (lospol. The denial of 
the Indians' riyht to tho soil has ke|)t pace 
with the spread of tho OosijhI, the for- 
bearance shown by the Indians being the 
result of missionary labor. Mr. Oroon 
boliovt.'s that injii.stice has been done the 
Indians on tlio Naas river ni regard to jiui 
land, an o|)iiiion contirinod i>y Mr. 
( )'Reilly liiiiisolf in his nMi.ii t f-o, 
tho federal government l.ilue book of I.SS'J, 
pp. 8()-87. Whilst we would diacountoii- 
ance any teaching that would cause dis- 
affection in tho Indian mind, wti claim 
tho right for our inissioii;irios to h.ive 
opiniona and to express tlu-ni m regard to 
tho justice or tlu; injustice of acts dime 
among the people with whom tlioy labor. 

It is well known by the government of 
this province and by the governinont of 
the great'Dotniniou that tlie Methodist 



the present government takes tho same 
ground that the Methodist missionaries 
have always held. 

Anothor instance nf luahidministralion 
of the law on the Naas: A Kineolith In- 
dian died at Fishery liay, on the Naas. 
His friends wished to bury him, but, 
working by the niontli, tlieir employer 
waa unwilling for them to leave their 
work. On the Saturday following ono of 
the Greenville Indians was hirdd to dig a 
grave at Graveyard Point. Ou Sabbath 
morning nine Indians, friends uf the de 
ci'a.sed, look thi! body down tho river lo 
inter it, pn.ssing by the graveyard to loaoh 
tho village whuro tho missionary, Mr 
Shutt, lived, to reipiest him to bury tlieir 
friend. Mr. Shutt refused, aakinn the 
Indiana to leave the corpse in tho church 
at Kineolith till Monday, when he and 
an Indian would bury tho body. The 
Indians, wialiing to see tho intornieul of 
their friend, declined to accede to iMr. 
Shutl's proposal, and religiously buried 
the body theinaelvea. Because Mr. 
Shutt was not obeytjd, he laid in 
furnialion before one of H. ,M. .1 . 
P. 's I hen living on the >iaas, who issueil 
1 111 I snniiiionsoB against those ten Indiana on 
the uliarge of obstructing a clorv;ynian (() 
ill the discharge of his duty in burying 
the dead. These Indians were tried and 
lined by thia J. P., the fine with C"s a 
amounting to over ten dollars each. .The 
magistrate also compelled the Indiana to 
rotuni to the graveyard on Monday to 
o.xhume the body and to place it in the 
church at Kineolith that Mr. Shutt, tho 
schoolmaster, might re inter it. A n-port 
of this IraiiBftCtion was sent to Tlif Col 



luiasioiniriea both on the east and the west i Victoria, and when tho copy of /'Ac Culu 
side of the Rooky inoiintaiiis have always

McNeill, one of the governinant 
immi>;ration uuides, returned yesterday 
from (Jiiinox, to which district he had just 
taken a party of iiitoiidiug aettlerd, who 
staked oil" desirable claims. On the '-'Ikii 
iiist. th.! iiuidi! visited ti villiifjB uf the Eu- 
clataw hulians, at Cape Mudye, on Viil- 
da-i island. Nearly three hundred of the 
tribe had gathered togethar Idr Bumti spe- 
cific celebration; and amoui! their number 
was a youni{ white man who slated that 
iiu had been living! with iliti Jndiana for 
two weeks. Uo refused to give his iiaiijo 
and as to how he came there; but express- 
ed himself as perfectly sal istied to remain 
with them, as "ho didn't know whore he 
could do hotter!" Ho waa of medium 
heioht, fair coni|)lexion, apparently 23 or 
•_'-l years of age, and attired in clothes 
which, originally of gued iiiiality, were 
almost in tatters, a condition with which 
his hoots wore in keeping. His nbsoiit- 
minded demeanor gave the impression 
that he waa alightly nun coot/Jiw iiietitis.

Early on one Friday niorniiii,', while 
on his way to the villaze to buy provi 
Hions, lie came upon a man siNiled by 
the roadside aii|iaivntly su It'iTiii i; froai 
fati<;ue.

While the wotiian was 
preparing him food the stran|ier sui(J 
not; a word, but quietly surveyed tlu^ 
house from bis place near tlii' door. 
Suddeidy lisiiiL' luul driiwiu^ a formida- 
ble lookiny knife he rushed upon the 
woman and deinandecj to know where 
the uioney wa.s concealed. Her Hcroauia 
arousoil the cliildron, who run in from 
the adjoiuinj; room oidy to be terrilied 
by tin.! ptM-ilous position of thidr moth- 
er. 

'J'he mail, feari'.ig the uhiUlrcu might 
escape and attract some onepasmng on 
the main road, sprang into the door- 
wav and barred their exit. The man 
now became furious anj threatened to 
murder lln^m all if the money was not 
produceil. ( )n promise of L;eLting the 
inoni-v l»lie woman was alloweti to a.s- 
cund the ladiii'r leading to the garret 
for that [lurpote. Lying in the corner 
of the garret was a bush hook. This 
the deRjjerate woman seized and i)re- 
parod to di fend herself and children.
